sons, and in all states of personal 
health.

Reserving their offensive punch 
for th e third 
period, Gettysburg 
college’s football eleven inaugurat­ 
ed the 1934 season here Saturday 
afternoon by downing Ju n iata in a 
hard-fought game before a large 
crowd, 13-7. 
Led by Joe Superka, sophomore 
back, who did some of the finest 
broken field running for the locals 
siqce the days of Earl McMillan, the 
Bullets overcame a seven-point lead 
the visitors had gained in the sec­ 
ond quarter and tallied two touch­ 
downs to gain victory. 
Superka scored both touchdowns, 
the first coming on a 23-yard romp 
M cGinnis’ kick for the extra point 
was wide. 
The Bullets used a va­ 
ried attack and m arched 63 yards 
for their second tally, Superka going 
over from the one-yard stripe. Act-
